None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests a light valve projection 
system having the combination of a plurality of resonant microcavity anodes (RMAs as 
the light sources) for emitting respective wavelengths of light, a reflector light valve 
device for each of the plurality of resonant microcavity anodes and for reflecting said 
wavelengths of light from said RMAs, and a plurality of polarizing beam splitters for 
selectively passing through and redirecting said wavelengths of light from said reflector 
light valve devices and said RMAs.
